The President Determined to Stand
by the Ambassador.

A Moderate View of Jic Republican At-
tempt to Dlftrredlt (tor Ilepre-tenta- tl.

Washington, Feb. 8. (Special.) In
the national liou.se of reprwentatives
the republicans hae avoided all issues
of national importance up to date and
propone to continue a policy of inertia.
In order to deceive the people with the
fnnfaranade of folne pretenses they
hare decided to attack our ambassador
to (treat 11 ri tain with a vote of censure
localise of hia utterances at the dinner
tables of hia personal friends in Eng-
land and Scotland. Ambassador Bay-
ard hoN not only made a great many
personal friends for himself, but has
endratored to make friends for his
country. It is in diplomatic circles re
garded on policy, and a part of the
bounden duty of every ambassador and
minister, to inculcate friendly relations
w ith tbeleodingpeople of the countries
tow hicli they are accredited. Inthe ful-

fillment of this important diplomatic
dutt Ambassador Bayard has said
many pleasant things to the people of
Great Britain, and, thereby enhancing
hln pergonal popularity in that coun-
try has increased his influence for the
welfare of this republic

The speeches of Ambassador Bayard
which hae leen made the subject of
partisan assault in the house of repre-hentatn- es

were in some drgroe indis-
creet Some of the bet friends of

Bayard say that in his laud-

able endemor to placate public wnti-me- nt

he seems to hae said more than
was really necessary. Nevertheless,
many prominent republicans, who
hae personally known Ambassador
Baard and who understand him fully,
fci v Uiat he is a true American, a patri-
ot, and o statesman of whom his coun-
try may well be proud. If it were not
for the fact that the presidential cam-puig- n

approaches and thai the repub-
lican party is without an Issue, no at-

tention would have been paid to his ut-

terances of either house of congress.
The republicans, howevci. hate deter-
mined to make an issue of Ambassador
Bayard and to impugn his patriotism
in order to thereby create an impres-
sion among the pecple that the demo-
cratic party is responsible for all of
the ills which hae come upon our
country during the past, three years,
and to emphasize their campaign plan
by asserting that free trade is a menace
to the interests of our country.

They do not stop to think, nor do
they care, that the humiliation of an
ambassador of this country for cam-

paign purpoea in a deeper humiliation
to our republic than It can possibly
lie to the honorable gentleman whose
name is Involved, or to the party of
which he is a distinguished and worthy
represents tire. With the infatuation
of party blindness and carelessness, the
republicans hove started this issue;
and thereby they have brought dis-
credit upon our people and upon our
nation. No other country has ever
suffered Ruch before
the world.

President Cleveland and Secretary
Olney are satisfied with the services of
Ambassador Bayard. Neither one of
them has ever said aught save in praise
of that eminent officjal. No matter
vrhnt the house of representatlvea.in Its
pnroxyxns of potrisan rancor jalght say
or do. Ambassador Bayard would be
retained and maintained at his post.
The petty eavies and Jealousies of
narrow-minde- d shoutrrs of republican-
ism will not affect the standing' and in-

tegrity of a worthy publio servant, as
long as Orover Cleveland is in the white
house. But the action of the repub-
licans of the bouse must necessarily at-

tract world wide attention. The peo-
ple of Europe nre thus informed that
the American republic is rent with dis-

sensions, nnd that our institutions are
unstable. Therein lies the real danger
nnd disgrace of the partisan outcry.
By the passage of the resolutions
censuring Ambassador Bayard, every
one of our rmbapsadors and ministers
to foreign countries is more or less e.

They are made to feel that their
best endeavors are liable to miscon-
struction at borne; and the diplomats
of other nations look upon them as
lacking- - power and responsibility in
their positions.

It Is fortunate for our country'that
there is one man in the house of repre-
sentatives, on the republican sideof the
house, who is an American first and n
republican afterwards. Congressman
Jlitt, of Illinois, chairman of the house
committee on foreign affairs, is much
broader nnd bigger than the aggrega-
tion of political zanies who surround
him. He was at one time pri vate secre-
tary to Senator Oliver P. Morion, of
Indiana. Afterwards he was a clerk
in the department of state. Then,
for about ten years, he was nn assistant
secretary of state; and hence js thor-
oughly familiar with the amenities of
diplomatic life. Every democrat, and
fiery trse American eitksea, will pc

him credit for his discretion in toning
down the original resolutions and
pruning them of their most disagree-
able features. With Tom Reed backi-
ng- the nefarious scheme, it would have
been impossible for Mr. Ilitt to have
prevented the passage of some sort of
resolutions of censure. Realizing this
fact he was able to modify the partisan
assault in great measure. Neerthe-les- s,

even as modified in the committee
by the influence of its chairman, the
resolutions are disgraceful to our com-
mon countrj.

THE TILLMAN TIRADE.

Whst President Cleveland Thinks
of Its Author.

The Anarohtstto Vawper from South Caro-
lina Uai Hart Nobody lint Uimsslt

An Explanation from the
Vice President.

Washington. Feb. 6. (Special.)
"Senator Tillman, of South Carolina,
is not a democrat," says
Crisp, of Georgia, 1 have no doubt
that he will be charged to the demo-
cratic party and that his speech in the
senate will be regarded as a democratic
senatorial repudiation of the demo-
cratic administration."

Mr. Crisp is not the only democrat
of prominence in the national capital
who repudiates Tillman and his utr
terauces. As a matter of fact Senator
Tillman is a populist. He was regard-
ed as a member of that party when be
was elected to the senate; was counted
by the populist fienators as one of theii
number; and only decided to call him-
self a straight democrat w hen he came
to Washington and entered the senate
last December, lie was elected by a
combination of recalcitrant democrats
with the body of the populists of South
Carolina, just as Senator Butler, of
North Carolina, was elected to the sen-

ate by a similar combination in that
state. Although Senator Butler has
taken a scat on the republican side of
the senate he is honest enough to state
that he is a populist, while Senator
Tillman sits on the democratic side of
the senate chamber and asserts that
be is a democrat.

The recent sensational speech of
Senator Tillman is generally regarded
as the most disgraceful utterance that
has been made upon the floor of the
senate for very many years. A num-
ber of senators say that if the speech
had been delivered during a campaign
in any public place it might have met
with approval, because of the many
truths old by the senator in a home-
ly manner; but the utterance of such
a tirade upon the floor of the senate
wa altogether out of order, without
precedent, and receives, as it deserves,
general condemnation. Although the
senator who delivered the harangue
claims to be a democrat, no sensible
citizen will suppose for a moment that
his utterances can be charged to the
democratic party. Senator Tillman
is a political freak, ne will strut about
tbe legislative stage for six years and
then drop into the oblivion to which
all terrible nightmares are consigned.

Immediately after the utterances of
Senator Tillman became public prop-
erty, the Washington correspondents
of republican papers and the editorial
writers in similar partisan newspapers
began to taunt the democrats with
sneers concerning this new accession
to the democratic party. It would be
just as rensonable to charge Senator
Puffer, of Kansas, the long-whisker-

populist, to the republican party, be-

cause he sits on the repub-
lican side of the senate cham-
ber. Senator Allen, of Nebraska,
the populist who spoke continuous-
ly for 15 hours on the silver purchase
repeal bill, was elected by a republican
legislature; but he is a populist, and
it would be unfair to charge him to the
republican party. Senator Kyle, of
South Dakota, was elected by a repub-
lican legislature, but it would not be
right to charge him to the republican
pirty. because he is a populist. The
only difference between tho populist
senators from Kansas, Nebraska,
South Dakota and the populist sena-

tor from South Carolina is that the lat-

ter has recently proclaimed himself to
be a member of the democratic party,
without the consent, of that party. He
may swing his pitchfork, use billings-
gate, wave the red flag of anarchy and
otherwise disgrace the United States
senate, but he cannot make himself a
democratic leader.

The speech of Senator Tillman was
aimed at the white house, but oversboi
the mark. A democratic senator who
has long been on terms of personal
friendship with President Cleveland
called at the executive mansion on the
day after the delivery of the speech nnd
incidentally referred to the matter,
when the president said: "I was not
surprised when informed that Senator
Tillman was delivering a speech de-

nunciatory of the administration and
filled with personal abuse of the presi-
dent and members of his cabinet. That
is what Mr. Tillman canfc to Washing-
ton for. I was not amazed nor startled
when I read the speech, because 1 had
long known the characteristic qualities
and radical methods of the new senator
from South Carolina. I presume that
he will deliver other speeches of a simi-

lar character from time to time. It
may do him good and will do no one any
harm except in as far as it may bring
contempt upon the senate."

Secretary Carlisle was called upon
and asked for his opinion concerning
the new senator and his new style of
6peech making, and Secretary Carlisle
said: "I have been a democrat all of
my life and have been before the public
for many years, and my political public
career is in itself all of the answer
it seems to me should be necessary to
an assault of that kind."

In reply to an inquiry made by your
correspondent. Vide President Steven-
son said: "Those who have criticised
me do not understand the fact that the
rules of the senate give the presiding-office-

no authority to interfere with
the utterances of senators. Tt is only
when one senator callsanotVr to order
that the vice president is called upon to
lay the question of order before the
senate. It is not proper for the vice
president in his chair or in his private
room toexpress any opinion concerning
the orderly conduct or disorderly con-
duct of members of the senate."

ARE SMALL POTATOES.

Republican Senators Ought to Be
Ashamed of Themselves.

To Gain a Little Partisan Capital for tbe

Washington, Jan. 4. (Special.)
Congress has been in bession contin-
uously for two months. There is a re-
publican house and a republican senate,
and the republican party is responsible
for all legislation. But no legislation
of national importance has been trans-
acted. It is not likely that an busi-
ness will be done, no matter how long
congress may remain in session. It is
manifested from day to day thatthe re-
publican party is carrying out the pro-
gramme originally outlined by Speirker
Reed when he assumed thegaelon the
first Monday in December last.

It was then declared that the Fifty-fourt- h

congress would "be distin-
guished for what it does not do." Pop-
ular opinion wa3 aderse to that ng

policy, nnd it was not belieed
that the republicans would dare to re-
main inacthe at such a critical period
in the history of our county.

President Clceland presented in a
forceful and able manner the unfortu-
nate condition of the treasury and
asked congress for relief. The hecM-tar- y

of the treasury in an elaborate re-
port to congress fully set forth the
critical condition of our national
finances and national credit; but the
republicans in both houses of congress
practically ignored the appeals which
were so fervently made.

Por three years business has been
prostrate and almost paralyzed. Our
working people have been either with-
out work or with employment at greats
ly reduced wages. From one end of
the land to the other conditions of
dire distress have prevailed and con-
tinue to prevail. The operations of the
McKinley bill produced these condi-
tions. Before President Harrison
left the white house an order was
made for the issuance of bonds to
maintain the gold reserve, but the
order was withdrawn.

The senate has withheld action until
this date and has ghen no indication
of intention to act uponeithermeasure.
Instead of patriotically endeavoring to
relieve the country from the sufferings
which had been brought about by for-
mer republican legislation, the repub-
lican senate is playing politics with an
indifference to the needs of the execu-
tive department which cannot be fitly
characterized in parliamentary lan-
guage.

The senpte committee on finance,
which has charge of the tariff and bond
bills, has withheld reports on those
measures.
